A man with u curious ft adness for 
skullcaps was the Abbe de St. Martin, 
who. in the seventeenth century, made 
himself ridiculous by his vagaries, fie 
always wore nine of these articles to 
keep oIT the cold and, furthermore, nine 
pairs of stockings. Ilis mode of pass¬ 
ing the night was more remarkable 
still. He caused to be constructed for 
himself a lied of ricks, beneath which 
was a furnace, so arranged that lie 
could regulate it to the degree of 
Warmth lie might require, and his lied 
was fitted with only a very small open¬ 
ing. through which the at,lie used to 
creep when he retired to rest at night. 

Even mor ■ ludicrous was the con¬ 
trivance which the great french mathe¬ 
matician. Fourier, designed and used 
for the protection of his health. lie iu- 
ensed himself in a species of Iiox, Hie 
interior of which, by some mechanical 
means, was kept at the only tempera- 
lure at which tie felt he could live with¬ 
out inconvenience. While enveloped in 
lliis elui'isy affair he was necessarily 
fmlined to one spot, but he provided 
means for the freedom of his head and 
hands. Kven the ills of asthma and 
rheumatism, one would have thought, 
were preferable to existence under such 
circumstances as this, but the French 
mathematician, we must believe, was 
of a different opinion.—London Stand¬ 
ard.

They shall elect 
by ballot a president, three vice presi¬ 
dents, a secretary and a treasurer, and 
the appointment of all eonimiltei :: In tlie 
[■resilient shall be subject to their ap¬ 
proval. The president, vice pre.- i lent, sec¬ 
retary and truism or shall be ex olllcio 
members of the board of directors. 

"5. No debt shall be contracted by the 
board of directors beyond the amount of 
available means within tiuir control, and 
no member of the association shall be 
liable for any debt of tin- association be 
yond tlie amount of ills or her subscrip¬ 
tion. 

“tf. Tilts section specifies tlie dale of the 
annual meeting, rules for called meetings 
mid of quorums. 

“7. 'L’iiis constitution may bv amended 
at any meeting of tlie association, pro¬ 
vided said amendment shall have been iu- 
, haled in the published call for tlie meet¬ 
ing. 

“The question of membership fees is 
one for loeal settlement. Some of tlie 
societies charge none, relying far sup¬ 
port on subscriptions, entertainments, 
etc. The majority of organizations 
heart! from, however, report fees rang¬ 
ing from 27, cents to ij>2. In every else 
members may work out the fee if they 
choose. A fee should lie charged if 
possible, for some money is esseutinl. 
and this is a simple anti legitimate way 
to secure it. The officers, directors and 
executive committee should include 
capable, intlueutial, tactful and taste¬ 
ful people, for on them will largely de¬ 
pend the success or failure of tlie un¬ 
dertaking. 

"As to objects, it is wise to begin 
modestly, then, as strength and num¬ 
bers increase, gradually widen tile 
scope and extend the work. At no 
time undertake too much. What is 
done should be well done. Tlie aims of 


established organizations range from 
having weeds out to having water¬ 
works bujit and parks made. They 
paint telephone poles and protect nat¬ 
ural scenery and wild birds. They 
erect drinking fountains for dogs, 
horses and men. They form children's 
street cleaning leagues, distribute flow¬ 
er seeds, improve cemeteries and rail¬ 
way station grounds, transform loon-, 
dumping grounds into bits of refresu- 
lng greenery, establish free libraries 
and. In short, tackle anything their 
hands find to do and do li with a will."
